IN THE CLAIMS: 

1 . (Amended) Method for identifying suspected count e rf ei t and/or 
counterfeit banknotes paid into an automatic teller machine, wherein banknotes 
to be paid in are checked for authenticity on the basis of data from a sensor 
device, comprising the steps of: 

linking data from the sensor device for the suspected count e rf ei t and/or 
counterfeit banknotes to an identity of a payer, 

storing the data concerning the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit 
banknotes and the identity of the payer, 

generating checking data for the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit 
banknotes by means of the sensor device or a s e nsor d e v i c e s i m il ar to sa i d 
s e nsor d e v i c e, wherein checking data are generated by the sensor device-er 
s i m il ar s e nsor d e v i c e for on e or mor e poss i b le pos i t i ons of th e one or more of the 
possible positions of the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes, 
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comparing the checking data with the stored data concerning the 
suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes and determining the data 
concerning the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknote which has the 
closest agreement with the respective checking data, 

and identifying the respective suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit 
banknote using the identity of the payer which is linked with the closest 
agreement to the data concerning the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit 
banknote. 

2. (Amended) Method according to Claim 1, wherein the suspected 
counterfeit and/or count e rf ei t banknotes are processed by means of the 
banknote processing machine for the generating of checking data for all few- one 
or more positions.

5. (Amended) Method according to Claim 1, wherein an identification 
number is used for each automatic teller machine, said identification number 
being linked to the data from the sensor device concerning the suspected 
count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes and that, for the identification of 
suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes, only data concerning 
suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes which have a particular 
identification number are compared with the checking data. 
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6. (Amended) Method according to Claim 1, wherein data from the sensor 
device concerning the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes are 
linked to additional data concerning the banknotes which were determined while 
being paid in dur i ng th e pay i ng i n transact i on , and that during identification of 
suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes, only those checking data 
which have matching additional data are compared with the data concerning 
suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes. 

7. (Amended) Method according to Claim 6, wherein the suspected 
count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes for th e g e n e rat i ng of th e ch e ck i ng data 
are processed by means of the banknote processing machine in one of the 
possible- a banknote positions, which is given in the additional data. 

8. (Amended) Method according to Claim 1 , wherein the sensor device 
has at least one sensor device, and wherein the data of the sensor device 
concerning the suspected count e rf ei t and/or counterfeit banknotes comprises 
data from i nd i v i dua l or a ll s e nsors of th e s e nsor d e v i c e the at least one sensor 
device . 

9. (Amended) Method according to Claim 1, wherein the sensor device for 
determining the authenticity of the banknotes detects features that are visible 
and/or invisible. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
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These comments are made in addition to the remarks in Applicant's specification 
and arguments, concerning the manner in which the invention distinguishes from the art 
discussed therein. The Examiner notes that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
the claimed combination including a method for identifying counterfeit banknotes paid 
into an automatic teller machine having the steps of linking data from a sensor device, 
storing the data concerning the suspected counterfeit banknotes and the identity of the 
payer, generating checking data, comparing the checking data and the stored data and 
determining data concerning the suspected counterfeit banknote which has the closest 
agreement with the respective checking data, and identifying the respective counterfeit 
banknote using the identity of the payer which is linked with the closest agreement to 
the data concerning the suspected counterfeit banknote, as recited in Independent 
Claim 1 . The prior art lacks this structure or anything equivalent to it.
